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OPERATION HOME LIBRARY

The Bible is one of the most widely read 
books in America but not in the public li- 
braries. Everyone knows that people read it 
mostly at home, because they have copies of 
their own. On the other hand, there are many 
homes in which the Bible is not only the most 
important religious book, but the only one. 
Americans have become prosperous; there 
should be a kitchen with the most modern 
appliances, late model car, T.V. set and recrea- 
tion room. Books are, frequently, a never read 
decoration on the room divider at the very best. 


Detailed analysis of the no-book-at-home 
problem would not’take us far away in finding 
the solution, but some facts should be men- 
tioned. It is well known that good and nice 
looking books are expensive, that there are big 
cities with only a few bookstores, and most 
booksellers are unable to pay for advertisements 
in newspapers and magazines. 


Emphasis Needed 

The only (unpaid) exception is, perhaps, 
the book review. Another might be the adver- 
tisements of book clubs, but they permit only 
a restricted selection. Although the building of 
home libraries was mentioned in the program 
of the National Library Week, I am convinced 
that much more emphasis should be given this 
problem than some of the bookmen think. — 

In many European countries book weeks are 
organized for popularizing good books. Tents 
are set up every year for one week on busy 
street corners and squares, famous artists and 
writers present their autographs on the books 
which are sold, advertisements are published in 


periodicals as a public service. People can buy 
the majority of the books on cheap sale prices 
during the week, thus there is an opportunity 
for the always poor students, and others who 
have a flat purse, to buy some books. 


Communists Push Books 


Communist regimes now push book selling 
more than ever before. Their cultural leaders 
are convinced that those who buy books love 
books and are eager to read more in public 
libraries. F. Glenn, a Kansas City book seller, 
wrote in an article on the-book trade (Library 
Journal, July, 1958), in America that we have 
an average of one bookstore for each 60,000 
people, and in the Soviet Union there is a book- 
shop for each 10,000 people. 

Although Soviet statistical figures are not al- 
ways reliable and a significant part of the books 
published in that country have no lasting value, 
it is true that classics are always among the 
best sellers, Certainly one of the reasons is that 
contemporary Russian literature is restricted 
and colorless, and the reader can indulge him- 
self in the memory of a lost form of life when 
reading Tolstoy, Mark Twain, or Dickens. How- 
ever, people like good literature, and it is an 
everyday spectacle to see prospective buyers 
standing in long lines before bookstores in 
Budapest, Prague, Warsaw, or Moscow, when 
a well-written book appears in the store win- 
dow. 

Every newcomer in this country observes 
that a very small part of personal income is 
spent for books. When the foreigner asks any- 
one about this, the usual answer is that there is 
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a great web of public libraries in this country 
with free access, and the citizens of most com- 
munities can easily satisfy their reading hunger. 
I believe that this is not a good argument 
against home libraries, which can never be 
rivals with public libraries. 


The Cultural Heritage 


In the twentieth century the depository of 
the cultural heritage of man became the public 
library. But it is undeniable, too, that library 
buildings are often far away, opening and 
closing time cannot be. convenient for every 
reader, and some of the most popular books 
are hardly available, because they are checked 
out constantly. 


If there is a book collection at home, it is 
open day and night. It provides information on 
home problems, such as the minor educational 
and medical questions. Well selected fiction 
books may be one of the sources of recreation 
for young and old. Poetry, travel, biography, 
and other subjects according to the individual 
interests of family members may supplement 
the basic books of reference and fiction. 


Collecting Books 


The good home library is a fine helper in 
making people manysided. Above specializa- 
tion on a certain field, general knowledge and 
interest are the characteristics of valuable mem- 
bers of a society. Americans may add book col- 
lecting to other popular hobbies such as fishing, 
traveling, or lawn mowing. Millions of laborers, 
farmers, and white collar people in America 
are home owners, car owners, and savings-de- 
posit-book owners. Publishers and librarians 
should be united to give these people the finest 
hobby and the noblest fun—collecting of books. 


There is another aspect, too. Book burning 
and war may destroy public libraries, but they 


can be built up again, if homes preserve books. 
In the course of the turbulent Hungarian his- 
tory, many libraries, among others the manu- 
scripts and incunabula collected for the famous 
library of Matthias Corvinus, were scattered 
over Europe and the Middle East, but small pri- 
vate collections always safeguarded the cultural 
heritage of the nation. England and Germany 
profited much from private libraries after the 
second World War, which destroyed many of 
their finest large libraries. 

In the United States the rules of discarding 
books in public libraries creates a specific dan- 
ger. The yearly weeding of the book collection 
means that just a few research libraries are 
safeguarding old books. Most of these are lo- 
cated in a danger zone in the case of war. 


The great enthusiasm expressed in connec- 
tion with National Library Week this year 
shows that the American public is interested 
in the promotion of reading. Why not have 
another festival of American books year after 
year, independent from the Library Week? 
There have been attempts, such as Children’s 
Book Week and Catholic Book Week, but this 
is not enough. We need a more complete na- 
tional effort in connection with private li- 
braries, too, and, maybe, it would be possible 
to make use of the wonderful services of the 
National Book Committee, Inc., and of the 
member organizations. 

American mass culture should not depend 
on paperback shelves in drug stores. We are 
far away from the colonial period when the 
local postmaster was in one person the printer, 
grocer, bookseller, and pharmacist, too. In our 
highly specialized world we need expert book- 
men in bookstores, and many, many more cus- 
tomers. If the public library is a castle of 
national culture, American homes should be 
small strongholds, supplementing the devoted 
work of librarians.

The State Library serves as the 
general library of State Govern- 
ment and as a major reference li- 
brary for the state as a whole. It 
specializes in materials relating to 
Indiana but covers all fields of 
knowledge except medicine and law. 
It maintains a large mail service, 
sending books daily to libraries of 
the state to meet individual re- 
quests and distributes state publi- 
cations to the libraries of Indiana. 
It manages the Archives of State 
and the disposition of all public 
records. It administers legal certifi- 
cation (licensing) of public librar- 
ians of Indiana and maintains Li- 
brary Extension Services, Service 
for the Blind and a Photo-Labora- 
tory. 


The Extension Division lends collec- 
tions of books to libraries, gives ad- 
visory service on problems of 
library administration to trustees 
and librarians of the 246 public li- 
braries of the state, and works with 
the library associations and citizens

The Photo-Laboratory, maintained 
under the supervision of the Archi- 
vist, produces microfilm copies of 
many state records and Indiana 
newspaper files and provides photo- 
duplication services for the Library 
and for other state departments. 
The Service for the Blind is one of 
31 regional libraries in the U. S. It 
lends Braille books and talking book 
records throughout the state. The 
materials and mailing privileges 
are furnished by the U. S. Govern- 
ment without cost. Staff and all 
other costs are furnished by the 
State Library.

The request budget for 1961-63 
calls for a revised salary schedule

IV. EXPLANATIONS 


(1) Comparison of appropriations 
with expenditures must recog- 
nize transfers of funds from 
one category to another, e.g. 
salary funds not used, due to 
vacancies, but actually used to 
increase book expenditures. 


(2) This appropriation could be in- 
creased by claiming funds al- 
lotted all agencies for 1960 sal- 
ary increases if agency funds 
prove insufficient. However, 
continued vacancies would re- 
duce estimated library expendi- 
tures here. 


(3) Book appropriations were seri- 
ously cut 1959-61, but were in- 
creased last year by a special 
allocation of $5000. It is to be 
noted that the request for $63,- 
850, for General Library and 
for the Book Lending Program 
of Extension, both covering 
state-wide services, compares 
with $163,000 budgeted this 
year for books by the Indiana- 
polis Public Library for the 
city alone, and the $240,000 
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book budget of the Fort 
Wayne-Allen County Library. 

(4) Need to replace panel truck, 
$1500, and to secure a station 
wagon for Extension, $2500. A 
microfilm camera, $2600, is al- 
so a serious need of the Photo- 
Laboratory. 

(5) Total requested for all library 
operations does not include 
funds requested separately for 
building improvements. The li- 
brary is requesting $19,000 for 
lighting improvements, $6,000 
for completion of redecoration, 
$4,200 for storage shelving, 
and $90,000 for air condition- 
ing reading rooms and book 
stacks. The library’s claim here 
is “A renewed State Library 
Building to match the new 
State Office Building.” 

Note: The critical needs of the 
State Library relate to funds 
for SALARIES—to make pos- 
sible the employment and re- 
tention of competent profes- 
sional people—and funds for 
BOOKS, as indicated in (3) 
above. 








AGING WITH A FUTURE

To provide a climate where “aging with a 
future” is possible is the concern of thoughtful 
people of all communities today. Because al- 
most 10% of the population is 65 years or 
older we have become aware of the importance 
of many areas of our culture that need serious 
attention. The library is in a strategic position 
to participate in any program which is vital to 
a community because it can undergird planning 
with the necessary information for significant 
direction to action. 

In thinking of the older adults and those who 
are becoming older adults, the library really 
needs to direct its services toward several 
groups: 

1. To the aged and aging. 

2. To those approaching and preparing for 

retirement. 

3. To the citizens and community at large 
concerning the problems of the aged and 
the aging. 

4. To the families which may include an 
older person. 

5. To the professional and volunteer in or- 
ganizations working with older people. 

What have some of our Indiana libraries 
been doing? In building new libraries or re- 
modeling old buildings, a number of our Indi- 
ana libraries have located adult reading rooms 
on the street floor. Others have installed rail- 
ings when steps were not eliminated. Some have 
provided meeting places. At least 38 of our 
Indiana libraries have delivery service for the 
home bound and 24 have placed collections of 
books in hospitals or homes for the aged. Many 
of the libraries have shelves of books of special 
interest to older people; while others have made 
booklists on appropriate subjects. Some have 
furnished magnifiers for reading more easily, or 
books with large type for tired eyes. A large 


number of the librarians have worked with 
other persons involved with the welfare of the 
aged, or are members of local committees on 
aging. 

Even so, as librarians we are going to have 
to think wider, taller, and deeper. Shortly we 
shall learn of the recommendations of the 
White House Conference on Aging, January 
9-12, 1961, and all librarians will need to go 
into action as will many other community or- 
ganizations if the climate for “aging with a 
future” is to be achieved. 


Recognized Needs 

How will these recommendations come into 
being? They are not being superimposed by 
officials in Washington but they have grown 
out of recognized needs in communities of all 
sizes in all corners of the United States. In Indi- 
ana our second Governor’s Conference met in 
October at Purdue University. Earlier meetings 
had been held in six areas of Indiana and ques- 
tions and recommendations were brought from 
these to be considered. Five hundred and twen- 
ty citizens met together in twenty subject 
groups at Purdue and identified, discussed, pon- 
dered, and weighed resolutions and recommen- 
dations to be presented and considered at the 
“WHC.” Some of the problems of the aged and 
aging considered were: income, health main- 
tenance, rehabilitation, housing, education, fam- 
ily life, free time activities, religion, research in 
gerontology, employment security, etc. Each 
state has had similar conferences. 

Forty-four voting delegates will represent 
Indiana at the WHC. Here again there will be 
twenty subject groups which will be divided 
into work groups of 20 or 30 for discussion. 
Our Dr. George E. Davis, Chairman of the

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CONFERENCE ROUNDUP 


The 69th annual conference of the Indiana 
Library Association and the Indiana Library 
Trustees Association held at the Sheraton-Lin- 
coln Hotel, Indianapolis, on Nov. 3-5 was 
marked by a unity of purpose and a spirit of 
enthusiasm for good library service in every 
library in the State. 


Proposed Legislation 

The business of the conference, attended by 
522 registrants, was carried forth with dispatch. 
Since the State Legislature will meet in January, 
proposed legislation was prominent on the 
agenda. Approval of the “Public Property Pro- 
tection Bill” and the State Library's budget pro- 
posals for the 1961-63 biennium were two main 
actions. 


The officers of ILA had contacted the candi- 
dates for governor regarding acceptance of 
funds under the Library Services Act, and the 
standard bearer of each party indicated that the 
money would probably be accepted. 

In keeping with this possibility, an educa- 
tional session was conducted by Leon I. Jones, 
chairman of the Public Library Development 
Committee, to give helpful background infor- 
mation to all present. Included was discussion 
of the 1947 Library Law, information on bond- 
ing, taxing and holding laws, the Indiana State 
Library and the Federal Library Services Act. 
The members approved a resolution submitted 
by the Public Library Development Committee 
regarding utilization of Federal funds. (See 
below.) 


Constitution Revised 


The revision of the ILA Constitution and 
By-Laws was also acted upon. One provision 
of the Constitution provided for the proposal 
of the name of a person every fourth year by 
the nominating committee for the ALA Coun- 
cil. Article VI, Sec. 2, 3, and 4 were added to 


provide a definition of requirements for affili- 
ated groups in ILA. The by-laws in Article I 
were amended to further define the limits of 
non-professional membership. 


Officers of ILA elected for the 1960-61 year 
were president, George Curtis, LaPorte; vice- 
president and president-elect, Betty LeBus, In- 
diana University Law Library, Bloomington; 
secretary, Mrs. Eleanor Morris, Cambridge City; 
and treasurer, Hazel Anderson, Hagerstown. 

The 1960-61 officers for ILTA will be presi- 
dent, Mrs. Benjamin Saks, Gary; vice-president, 
Hobbs Miller, Seymour; secretary, Ruth Wil- 
liamson, Greenfield; and treasurer, Mrs. Claude 
Davis, Corydon. 

The Small Library Group voted to become 
an affiliate group of ILA as provided in the 
ILA Constitution. Officers of the Small Library 
Group elected were president, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Sutherlin, Roachdale; vice-president, Mrs. Lil- 
lian Craig, Thorntown; secretary, Mrs. Lena 
T. Holtsclaw, Spiceland; and treasurer, Mrs. 
Mildred Stahl, Greenwood. 

Award winners announced at the Confer- 
ence were Mary Holmes, Logansport Public Li- 
brary, for the Librarians Award and Carl Lugin- 
bill, Berne, winner of the Trustee Citation. 

The program of the Conference contained 
many excellent speakers, workshops and round- 
tables. A complete resume may be found in 
Focus on Indiana Libraries. 

The 1961 conference will be at the Marott 
Hotel, Indianapolis, on Oct. 19-21.

Have you been thinking about the 
type of program in which your library 
will participate during National Library 
Week in 1961? Did your community 
have a citizens’ committee last April 
and what did they and you do to help 
your library to become a more vital 
service agency ? 


Plan for Success 


It is not too soon to plan for a suc- 
cessful National Library Week which 
will be April 16-22, 1961. It will be a 
time to focus attention on the vital role 
of reading and of libraries in our local, 
state and national life. 

How do you organize your local com- 
mittee which will promote National Li- 
brary Week? The initiative in forming 
a local committee must be taken by the 
librarians in each community The 
school librarian, college or university 
librarian, public librarian and a library 
trustee should all be asked to attend a 
preliminary organization meeting. 


Enlistment of Leadership 


The first job of the “steering commit- 
tee” of librarians (and -trustee) is to 
decide on several choices for a chair- 
man, and to draw up a list of people 
who would make good committee mem- 
bers. It is the enlistment of powerful 
lay leadership in all fields that gives the 
program its scope and dimension and 
much of its long range value. Commun- 
nity leaders can be educated to the 
meaning and importance of good library 
service if they understand exactly what 
is expected of them as members of local 
committees. 


It is important that the proposed 
chairman understand that a librarian 
will be vice chairman in order to pro- 
vide professional guidance to the lay 
members in planning the program. It 
seems to be the consensus that the local 
committee needs both prestige names 
and the other names who are good work- 
ers and are in contact with important 
groups. The committee should truly be 
representative of the community. It is 
recommended that representation from 
the following groups be considered: Par- 
ent Teachers Associations, women’s 
clubs, service clubs, labor unions, church 
organizations, farm organizations, busi- 
ness executives, welfare agencies, news- 
paper publishers and high school groups. 


Determining Goals 


Each local committee will have its 
own ideas for determining the goals it 
wishes to reach. National Library Week 
has developed in the framework of the 
conviction that reading is an important 
source of personal fulfillment; that only 
by making possible the intellectual de- 
velopment of every individual to the 
limits of his capacity will the national 
interest best be served; and that librar- 
ies of all kinds, as the means of making 
reading and information accessible to 
all the people, should be fully used and 
properly supported. As the local com- 
mittees develop their programs it is im- 
portant to remember that Library Week 
will be most effective if it serves to spur 
the development of all the reading and 
library resources of the community.

in establishing the power of library 
boards to finance library building con- 
struction by bond issue but also in rec- 
ognizing the status of library boards as 
separate taxing authorities. 

All libraries can be very grateful to 
the Gary Public Library for removing 
this long-standing barrier to the con- 
struction of public library buildings in 
Indiana and to the Indiana Library As- 
sociation for its assistance in bringing 
the case to the Supreme Court.

APPEAL FROM THE LAKE CIRCUIT COURT, 
HON. FELIX A. KAUL, Judge. 
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BOBBITT, J. 


Appellant brought this action as a taxpayer, 
for himself and on behalf of all other persons 
similarly situated, against the Gary Public 
Library, and members of the Library Board of 
Gary Public Library, to enjoin them from 
taking any action to issue and sell bonds pur- 
suant to the provisions of the Acts of 1947, ch. 
321 as amended, being §§ 41-901—41-921, 
Burns’ 1952 Replacement and 1960 Cum. Supp., 
for the purpose of providing funds to defray 
the cost of the construction and equipment of 
a new main library building. 

Acts 1947, ch. 321, supra, provides for the 
organization of separate corporations for li- 
brary purposes, governed by a Library Board 
appointed in the manner provided in the Act 
and having power to levy taxes and issue 
bonds. 

The cause was submitted to the trial court 
on the stipulation of the parties and the evi- 
dence of the plaintiff. Judgment was for the 
defendants-appellees. 


The trial court specifically found, 


“[T]hat Chapte- 321 of the Acts of the 1947 
Indiana General Assembly, and all acts 
amendatory thereof and supplemental there- 
to, are constitutional, that said Act of 1947, 
and the amendments and supplements there- 
to, are valid and not an attempted circum- 
vention of Article 13 of Section 1 of the 
Constitution of Indiana, that the Gary Pub- 
lic Library is a municipal corporation sepa- 
rate and distinct from the City of Gary and 
the School City of Gary and is not a depart- 
ment of either the City of Gary or the 
School City of Gary; that the Indiana Gen- 
eral Assembly has the power to create other 
municipal corporations within existing incor- 
porated cities whose boundaries and area 
may be conterminous and identical with such 
incorporated cities; that Chapter 321 of the 
Acts of the 1947 Indiana General Assembly, 
and the said amendements [amendments] 
and supplements thereto, are valid and not 
in violation of Article 1, Section 1 of the 
Constitution of Indiana; that the title of 
said Act of 1947 is broad enough to include 
the creation of Library districts as municipal 
corporations; that said Act of 1947 author- 
izes the levying of unlimited and valorum 
taxes on real and personal property in the 
Gary Public Library for the purpose of re- 
tiring the bonds; that the provisions of said 
Act of 1947 limiting the indebtedness of the 
Gary Public Library to one per cent (1%) 
of the value of property taxable for library 
purposes means the net assessed valuation 
of such property as determined for the pur- 


poses of taxation; that the Gary Public 
Library has full right, power, and authority 
to issue bonds on the terms and conditions 
and in the manner and amount set forth in 
the resolution adopted by the library board 
of the Gary Public Library on July. 3, 1958; 


The sole error assigned is the overruling of 
plaintiff-appellant’s motion for a new trial. 

It is contended here that the decision of the 
trial court is contrary to law because the Li- 
brary Law of 1947, as amended, is invalid for 
the reason that it violates certain provisions 
of the Constitution of Indiana. 

The specific questions raised and properly 
presented will be considered in the order in 
which they are discussed in the argument sec- 
tion of appellant’s brief. 

First: Appellant asserts that the title of the 
Act is not sufficiently broad to include the 
“subject of creating new and distinct munici- 
pal corporations” and, therefore, violates the 
provisions of Art. 4, § 19, of the Constitution 
of Indiana. 

The title of Chapter 321, of Acts 1947, supra 
(Library Law) is as follows: 

“An act concerning the establishment, 
operation and maintenance of public librar- 
ies, discontinuing the effect of all existing 
laws with respect to the establishment of 
public libraries hereafter, and declaring an 
emergency.” 

The title, as above indicated, states that 
Chapter 321, supra, is “An Act concerning 
the establishment, operation and maintenance 
of public libraries.” (Our italics.) 

Establishment has been defined, in its ab- 
stract sense, as the act of establishing, or the 
state or fact of being established. 

30 C.J.S., p. 1233. 

The term “establish” has various meanings, 
and the peculiar sense in which it is used in 
any sentence is to be determined by the con- 
text. In its primary sense it has been defined 
as meaning to bring into being, create, to or- 
ganize, to build or to erect. 

30 C.J.S., p. 1229. 

When considered in the context in which the 
word “establishment” is used here, it must be 
concluded that it means the organization, cre- 
ation and building of libraries. This in our 
judgment is sufficient to include as a part of 
the general purpose of the Act, the creation of 
Library Boards and districts and the building 
of libraries. The creation of library districts 
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or public corporations to establish, operate and 
maintain such libraries is germane to the pur- 
pose of the Act and is, in our opinion, covered 
by the title. 
State, P. R. R. Co., et al. v. Iroq. Cons. 
Dist. Ct., et al. (1956), 235 Ind. 353, 359, 
133 N.E. 2d 848. 

The title to Chapter 321, supra, is broader 
than the enactment, and for the reasons above 
stated is not in violation of Art. 4, §19, of 
the Constitution of Indiana which provides 
that the subject of an Act shall be expressed 
in the title. 

See: 

Alanel Corp., etc. v. Indpls. Redevelop’t. 
Comm., et al. (1958), 239 Ind. 35, 50, 154 
N.E., 2d 515. 

Second: Appellant further asserts that the 
creation of separate public corporations for the 
establishment and maintenance of libraries is 
an attempt to evade the constitutional debt 
limitation in violation of Art. 18, §1, of the 
Constitution of Indiana. 

It is contended that the maintenance of pub- 
lic libraries is a part of the educational system 
of the State, hence the Gary Public Library, 
if created as a separate governmental unit, 
would exercise a part of the functions of the 
School City of Gary. 

In support of this contention appellant, in 
his brief, quotes from School City of Marion 
v. Forrest (1907), 168 Ind. 94, at page 97, 78 
N.E. 187, wherein it is said that “[i]t may, 
with propriety, be said that a law providing 
for the organization and maintenance of public 
libraries is a part of the educational system 
of the State, * * *.” 

However, this court there held that an Act 
which provided for the creation of Library 
Boards in cities of a certain population was 
not an unlawful delegation of the power of 
taxation, and at page 97 of 168 Ind., said: 

“TWl]e are not prepared to admit, in view 
of the provisions of §1, article 8, of the 
Constitution, that the act in question in- 


volves an improper delegation of the au- 
thority to levy taxes.” 


The School City of Marion case further held 
that Boards organized under the provisions of 
the 1903 Library Act,1 “exercize the whole 
power of the municipality in respect to public 
libraries.” 


1 Acts 1908, ch. 52, p. 193. 


The law is well settled in Indiana that the 
creation of additional municipal corporations 
for proper purposes is within the power of 
the Legislature. 

City of Indianapolis et al. v. Buckner et 
al. (1954), 233 Ind. 32, 34-35, 116 N.E. 
2d 507; 

Archer Jr., ete., et al. v. City of Indpls., 
etc., et al. (1954), 233 Ind. 640, 644, 122 
N.E. 2d 607; 

Martin v. Ben Davis Conservancy Dist. 
(1958), 238 Ind. 502, 520, 153 N.E. 2d 125. 
Alanel Corp., etc. v. Indpls. Redevelop’t. 
Comm. et al., supra (1958), 239 Ind. 35, 
48, 154 N.E. 2d 515. 

We recently said in Bailey v. Evansville- 
Vanderburgh Airport Auth. Dist. (1960), — 
Ind. —, 166 N.E. 2d 520, at page 525, that, 

“The right of the Legislature to create 
municipal corporations and other public 
agencies to undertake vital public func- 
tions can no longer be questioned, and it 
is now well settled that the debts of such 
corporations are not to be included with 
the debts of other municipal corporations 
in the same geographical area in order to 
determine whether there has been or could 
be an infringement of the municipal debt 
limitation.” 

The history of the operation and mainte- 
nance of public libraries in this State does not 
sustain the allegation that they are a part of 
the common school system of the State. His- 
torically, public libraries in Indiana have been 
under the control of various units of govern- 
ment. Some have been administered by school 
cities, others by civil cities or civil townships, 
and some by special Library Boards such as 
those provided by the Acts of 1903, ch. 52, 
p. 193. 


It may be said that the establishment and 
maintenance of public libraries is a suitable 
means of encouraging “moral, intellectual, sci- 
entific and agricultural improvement’’2 within 
the State. However, it does not necessarily or 
logically follow that this makes public libraries 
a part of the common school system of the 
State. If the legislature, in its discretion, pro- 
vides for the establishment and maintenance 
of public libraries in a manner different from 
that of public schools, it is within its power 
so to do.3 If appellant here would have public

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libraries in the State administered by public 
school authorities his remedy is with the Leg- 
islature and not in the courts. 

In Cerajewski v. McVey (1947), 225 Ind. 67, 
72 N.E. 2d 650, 171 A.L.R. 723, upon which 
appellant relies, the statute which was de- 
clared invalid authorized the creation of a 
separate unit in the City of Hammond for the 
building of technical-vocational high schools. 
The boundaries of such unit were identical 
with the School City and the unit was adminis- 
tered by and under the control of the Board 
of School Trustees of the School City of Ham- 
mond. In considering whether this Act was 
merely an attempt to evade the constitutional 
debt limit, this court, at pages 69-70 of 225 
Ind., said: 

“The substance of the result is that the 
School City obtains, controls and operates 
its new Technical-Vocational High School 
exactly as though no new governmental 
unit had been created and as though it 
had been able to borrow, and had itself 


borrowed, the money and issued its own 
bonds.” 


The situation in that case is far different 
from that in the’case at bar. The Cerajewski 
case is not applicable to the facts here and 
lends no support to appellant’s position. 

Rappaport v. Dept. of Public Health (1949), 
227 Ind. 508, 87 N.E. 2d 77, also relied upon 
by appellant, has been limited to the factual 
situation in that case.4 Hence, it is neither 
persuasive nor controlling here. 

The creation of library districts in Indiana 
as public corporations for library purposes, 
separate and distinct from the civil or munici- 
pal corporations covering the same territory, 
is in our judgment not prohibited by any pro- 
vision of the Constitution and is a valid exer- 
cise of legislative power.

Third: Appellant next asserts that the Li- 
brary Law of 1947, as amended, is invalid for 
the reason that it deprives the people of the

library district of their right of local self- 
government because the Act provides for the 
appointment instead of the election of members 
of the Library Board, thus violating Article 1, 
§ 1, of the Constitution of Indiana. 

The right of local self-government in towns 
and cities of Indiana is vested in the people 
of the respective municipalities, and while the 
Legislature has no right or power to appoint 
municipal officers, it does, however, have the 
power to enact laws prescribing the manner of 
selection and the duties of such officers. 

The State, ex rel. Holt et al. v. Denny, 
Mayor, et al. (1889), 118 Ind. 449, 459, 
463, 21 N.E. 274, 4 L.R.A. 65.

State, ex rel. v. Fox (1902), 158 Ind. 126, 63 
N.E. 19, 56 L.R.A. 893, cited by appellant in 
support of his position here, involved a statute 
which authorized the Governor of the State to 
appoint commissioners of the Board of Public 
Safety in the City of Fort Wayne. This Act 
clearly deprived the people of Fort Wayne of 
their right of local self-government by vesting 
in the Governor—a state officer—the right to 
appoint members of a city board. The statute 
in the present case provides that members of 
the Library Board be appointed by local offi- 
cials and it is not subject to the same objection 
as was the statute in the Fox case. 

In our judgment the provisions for the ap- 
pointment of members of the Library Board in 
the Act here in question do not violate the 
people’s right to local self-government. 

Fourth: Appellant also asserts that the Act 
here in question should be declared invalid be- 
cause it is indefinite and uncertain in the fol- 
lowing respects: 

(1) Does the provision of §18 of the Act, 
as amended (§ 41-918, Burns’ 1960 Cum. 
Supp., supra) that the Library Board shall de- 
termine and fix the rate of taxation necessary 
for the proper operation of the library “not 
less than five cents [5c] nor more than thirty 
cents [30c] on each one hundred dollars 
[$100] of taxable property,” limit the tax 
levy for the payment of principal and interest 
of bonds which may be issued? 

This question is answered in the negative 
by subsection (j) of §15 of the Act, as 
amended (being § 41-915, Burns’ 1960 Cum.

Mary Annetta Holmes, head librarian of the 
Logansport Public Library, was the 1960 win- 
ner of the Librarian’s Award granted by the 
Indiana Library Trustees Association. 





The presentation was made at the Friday 
evening banquet of the Annual Conference, 
Nov. 4, by Rudolph Tuttle, Gary, chairman of 
the LL.T.A. Citation Committee. Other com- 
mittee members were Mrs. Eugene Fox, Port- 
land, and Eugene Leedy, Vincennes. 


This was the first year that the award was 
granted on a state-wide basis. Previously the 
selection was made from one of the six library 
districts on a rotation basis. 


Miss Holmes was cited for her enterprising 
and excellent service to the citizens of Logans- 
port and for her equally distinguished contri- 
butions to the state and national library asso- 
Ciations. 


After serving as a substitute at her home 
town library in Royal Center, Miss Holmes 
joined the Logansport Library staff in 1918 and 
has served there to the present time. As a 


children’s librarian she started a summer read- 
ing program in 1922. It was a unique program 
because parents, as well as children, were in- 
cluded. 


When the Logansport Library was nearly de- 
stroyed by fire in 1941, Miss Holmes super- 
vised the removal of salvagable volumes, had 
a temporary library in operation after only two 
weeks, organized a “Friends of the Library” 
group which aided in effecting the completion 
of a new building—in spite of World War II 
which made materials nearly unavailable. 

Always active in ILA, Miss Holmes was sec- 
retary in 1934, president in 1946, and was 
chairman of the Legislative Committee which 
gained passage of the 1947 Library Law. 

As one citizen of Logansport stated, “Mary 
Holmes has always been a leader in her com- 
munity. She has influenced many lives, not only 
through books, but also through her high Chris- 
tian standards. She holds a very high place in 
our community.”

Opposition to Lincoln’s administration in 


Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and other midwest- 
ern states has been looked on by historians 
through the years as a pro-southern and 
even a treasonable movement. Dr. Klement 
challenges this view by showing that Cop- 
perheadism was more than a _ political 
movement. He says it was a conservative 
protest against the changes the war was 
bringing. One of his conclusions reveals 
that the charges of subversion against such 
organizations as the Knights of the Golden 
Circle and the Sons of Liberty were prod- 
ucts of wartime hysteria. The author is a 
professor of history at Marquette Univer- 
sity. 

KNIGHT, OLIVER. Following the Indian 
Wars. 1960. 348p. University of 
Oklahoma Press, $5.95. 

In this volume on the Indian wars which 
lasted between 1866 and 1891, the news- 
paper correspondents who took to the field 
with the troops have their say. The author, 
who was a former newspaperman, gives the 
firsthand impressions as told by these cor- 
respondents who participated in the battles 
and skirmishes with the Comanches, Sioux, 
Modocs, Utes, Cheyennes, Apaches and 
others.

Indiana State Commission on the Aged and 
Aging, from Purdue, is Chairman of the Edu- 
cation Group for the WHC. Altogether there 
will be about 2,800 voting delegates including 
many older people who will identify, seriously 
discuss, and propose recommendations for ac- 
tion. They will define new goals and determine 
how to reach them. We expect significant think- 
ing to come from this Conference. However, 
unless it be put into action at home in the 
communities it will have done little good. 


Librarians and trustees must be alert to the 
Opportunities for action and help to prepare 
the community to meet the challenge. There 
will be five delegates from ALA to the WHC 
so we will be learning more of what libraries 
can do. 


The Indiana Chapter of the Special Libraries 
Association is initiating an aggressive interpre- 
tive program in this field for the coming year 
in this state. 


“What can my library do?” is a question each 
librarian and library trustee should be asking. 
Learn the people of the community who are 
interested and work with them. Much material 
is available and much more will be coming. 
Strengthen the library collection. Watch for 
and make available to your public, the set of 
“situation papers” prepared for the Governor's 
Conference, which your library will receive. It 
is titled State Responsibility and Community 
Effort: The Elderly in Indiana, Leonard Z. 
Breen, editor. Make the community conscious 
of the problems. Consider special service for 
those who need it. Both information and free 
time activities are vital. Libraries are VERY 
important in helping to create a community 
atmosphere in which the later years can be pro- 
ductive and satisfying—a world in which to 
live a good life. Let us make this truly a decade 
for action.

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A.L.A. SURVEY OF 
STATE LIBRARIES 


A grant of $45,000 from the Carnegie Cor- 
poration of New York has been made to the 
American Library Association for a survey of 
state libraries. The dual purpose will be to 
gather factual information about the nature, 
quality, status and potential of all state govern- 
ment agencies performing library functions in 
the 50 states and, on the basis of this informa- 
tion, to determine standards, or at least guiding 
principles, for the future development of state 
libraries. 


The study recognizes the unique position 
occupied by state libraries in the library picture 
of each state and of the country as a whole, also 
their increased stature as a result of the Federal 
Library Program which charged the state li- 
brary with the administration of federal funds. 
It recognizes also the extreme variation in the 
constitution of state library agencies and in the 
functions they perform in all the states. 

The survey is about to begin, in January 
1961, and will devote a full year to the fact 
gathering, which will cover not only public 
library extension services but also general li- 
brary services and special services relating to 
archives, state history, public documents, law 
and legislative reference work. About six 
months of 1962 will then be given to develop- 
ing principles or tentative standards to guide 
state libraries in the future. 

The director of the survey will be Dr. Robert 
D. Leigh, former dean of the Columbia Uni- 
versity School of Library Service and director 
of the monumental Public Library Inquiry in 
1950. Dr. Leigh will have three librarian asso- 
ciates, none of whom is himself connected with 
a state library, namely Dr. Leon Carnovsky of 
the Graduate Library School, University of Chi- 
cago, Dr. Edward A. Wight of the School of 
Librarianship, University of California at Berk- 
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Indianapolis Book Fair

Families were encouraged to think of 
books for gift giving and to start home 
libraries. 

The next Indianapolis Family Book 
Fair is scheduled for Oct. 3-8, 1961.

Supp., supra), the pertinent part of which 
reads as follows: 


“The library board shall have power, as 


such board:

“(j) To issue, * * * negotiate and sell 
negotiable notes and bonds of such library 
board and to levy, assess and collect, at 
the same time and in the same manner as 
other taxes of such library board are 
levied, assessed and collected, a special tax 
in addition to other taxes authorized by 
law to be levied sufficient to pay all yearly 
interest on the bonded and note indebted- 
ness of such library board, and to provide 
a sinking fund for the liquidation of the 
— thereof when it shall become 

ue. 


(2) Does the phrase “one [1] per cent of 
the value of property taxable for library pur- 
poses” mean assessed value or true value? 


Generally, statutory debt limitations on tax- 
able property refer to the value of taxable 
property within the taxing district as ascer- 
tained by the last assessment for State and 
local taxes. It seemis clear to us that this is 
what the Legislature meant by “value of prop- 
erty taxable” as it is used in § 20 of the Act 
(§ 41-290, supra). This is in our judgment a 
reasonable construction which makes such pro- 
vision of the Act intelligible, and under such 
circumstances it will be upheld if it does not 
conflict with some provision of the Constitu- 
tion of Indiana. 


Appellant has failed to discharge his burden 
of showing wherein the Library Law of 1947, 
as amended, is unconstitutional. The decision 
of the trial court is not contrary to law, and 
the judgment must be affirmed. 


Judgment affirmed.

ADULT EDUCATION 
THROUGH SCHOOLS 


Public schools have legal authority to offer 
educational programs for adults. A fair number 
of schools are doing so, with marked success 
and great benefit to their communities. Such 
programs may be considered the best, often the 
only, means of providing educational oppor- 
tunities for adults over the state as'a whole. 

Wherever this occurs the public library has 
much to offer in support of these programs and 
much to gain in enlarging its basic function as 
an educational institution. For this reason li- 
braries will have much interest in a bill to be 
introduced in the 1961 session of the Legisla- 
ture. 

The Adult Education Association of Indiana 
is sponsoring a bill to establish a Division of 
Adult Education in the State Department of 
Public Instruction. The proposal has the full 
support of Superintendent William E. Wilson. 
The State Library assisted in the preparation of 
the bill. 

Although the immediate purpose of this 
legislation is to promote adult education in the 
public schools, there is a much broader purpose 
related to other forms of adult education as 
well. The bill provides for the appointment of 
a qualified director of adult education whose 
duties are described as follows: 

“to encourage, promote and aid in devel- 
oping adult education activities in Indiana. 
He shall act as a consultant cooperating with, 
and assisting, the established educational in- 
stitutions and agencies, both public and 
private, including, but not limited to, the 
extension of adult education programs in the 
public schools of Indiana under provisions of 
the Acts of 1943, Chapter 224. The division 
shall serve as a clearing house for the collec- 
tion and dissemination of information relat- 
ing to existing adult education programs.”
